CONSPIRACY — PART III When the present session of 
Congress opened for business in Washington, one of the 
first measures to be passed was the highly controversial 
House Resolution 5 for the purpose of “‘adopting the Rules 
of the House of Representatives for the 94th Congress.” 
In fact, buried in the complicated revisions — 28 in 
number — were several highly suspect provisions. All of 
them had been enacted in a secret caucus of the majority 
party, with no recorded vote. Copies of H.R. 5 were handed 
to the Members of Congress only moments before they 
were asked to vote on it, with no open debate and no op­ 
portunity for amendments. 
One of the 28 sections — called ‘‘Amendment 5” — ap­ 
pears to lay the groundwork for a raise in pay for the 
Members of Congress, but without the matter ever coming 
to vote on the floor. 
Further, according to legislative experts in Washington, 
the raise in pay could be obtained in ways other than a 
simple increase in salary. ‘‘It is conceivable,” remarked 
Rep. Robert Bauman of Maryland, ‘‘that this new 
amendment to the Rules will allow .. the payment of a per 
diem allowance for House Members in a sum of, let us say, 
$100 a day, which would produce in effect an enormous pay 
raise.” 
In other words, Amendment 5 makes it possible for the 
94th Congress to give itself a raise in pay, while each 
Member will be able to declare, with a halo around his 
head, ‘‘I didn’t vote for it! ” 
With our nation suffering from the pangs of raging in­ 
flation; with thousands unemployed; with taxpayers 
growning under the heavy burden of excessive govern­ 
ment; and with a forthcoming federal budget that far 
exceeds anticipated federal revenue, it is incredible that 
certain anonymous Members of the U.S. Congress would 
conspire to obtain for themselves a raise in pay while 
cleverly avoiding, through parliamentary sleight of hand, 
any recorded yes or no vote.

Confucius might have said it: One statistic is worth a 
thousand words of speculation about what is going on in 
China. 
Approximately 30,000 Chinese fled the mainland to Hong 
Kong during 1974, according to the annual report of the 
International Rescue Committee. More than 7,000 of them 
were assisted by the IRC as part of its worldwide efforts on 
behalf of the victims of oppression, which began in 1933.

Programs at SCROC, which cover a wide occupational 
spectrum, from automobile and major appliance repair to 
data processing and dental assisting, are developed by 
Hoffman Information Systems, a leading publisher of 
vocational education materials. Geared to junior and 
senior high school students, as well as adults, the 
programs provide intensive ‘‘how-to” training in a real 
work-world environment. 
‘‘Once the programs have been implemented at SCROC 
for two years,” says Roger R. Sullivan, president of 
Hoffman Information Systems, ‘‘they are then distributed 
nationally.”

WELFARE? 
Everybody talks about the 
welfare system, but what do 
people really think about it? 
To find out, the University of 
Caorfornia’a Regional Research 
Institute in Social Welfare polled 
9,346 persons over 18 years of age 
in eight states. 
Researchers 
conducted home interviews in 
Nebraska, Ohio, New Mexico, 
Washington, New York, Georgia, 
Florida and California to get a 
comperhensive cross-section of 
American society. 
The average interviewee was 
about 40, a high school graduate 
who may have had a year or two 
of college, was a homeowner in an 
urban area and had an annual 
family income of $9,000. 
It was found that people clearly 
recognize the place of public 
welfare in the scheme of things, 
that their image of relief 
recipients is not negative 
or 
rejecting and that they do not hold 
the individual entirely responsible 
for his poverty. They clearly 
believe that welfare services and 
programs for rehabilitation and 
assistance are an appropriate use 
of tax money. 
Even so, a surprising propor­ 
tion of people interviewed had 
misconception about welfare. For 
instance, that welfare pays more 
to a mother with dependent 
children than it does for an aged, 
blind or disabled adult; that the 
majority of the heads of poor 
families are usually employed 
rather than underemployed or 
unemployable, 
and 
that 
the 
majority of people on welfare are 
ablebodied adults. 
All of these opinions are wrong, 
say the USC researchers, yet the 
public still retains a genuine 
concern for those in need of help. 
Among their conclusions: 
—Attitudes 
about 
public 
welfare are sensitive, 
un­ 
derstanding and favorable. Only 5 
per cent of the public could be 
descrived as totally resistant to 
the public welfare concept. 
—People say that tax-supported 
welfare programs should provide 
a decent level of living, not just 
the bare necessities, 
j —They also say that govern- 
J ment, not private enterprise or 
charities, has the responsibility to 
provide for the poor. 
—People believe welfare ser­ 
vices should be made available to 
the general population according 
to ability to pay, and 86 per cent of 
the public supports financial aid 
to the working poor. 
—While all welfare 
services 
are favored to a 
substantial 
degree, 
medical 
care and 
protective services for children 
receive the highest priority. 
Abortion counseling and suicide 
prevention are the least-favored 
services.

A major taxpaying, investor- 
owned power company in the 
state of Oregon has applied to the 
state utility commission for an 
across-the-board rate increase of 
25 percent. The increase is termed 
a financial necessity by the 
company, and some of the figures 
it cites dramatically buttress its 
case. 


The company will have to raise 
$751 million for new utility plants 
during the next five years. 
According 
to

company 
executive, “That is almost one 
and one 
half times the net 
amount 
invested since the 
company began operation in 
1889.” At the end of 1972, this 
company had a net plant 
in­ 
vestment of $530 million - and $110 
million of that amount was in­ 
vested in 1972. In other words, 
nearly one fifth of the company’s 
investment was made last year. 
Similar investments must be 
made each year, on the average, 
through 1977. Plant expansion at 
this 
rate 
requires 
heavy 
borrowing at high interest rates. 
Only about 15.4 percent of total 
expansion funds can be raised 
“internally” during 1973 through 
1975, even if the company receives 
all the rate relief it will require. 
The significant question is, 
what will a rate increase of this 
size mean to the average 
residential customer? Today, in 
the case of this company, 
residential customers pay about 
1.24 cents per kilowatt-hour of 
electricity used - a figure that has 
remained virtually unchanged. If 
the increase is granted, the rate 
will increase to 1.3 cents per 
kilowatt-hour - hardly an exor­ 
bitant amount for a service that 
literally breathes warmth and life 
into every home. This energy 
arithmetic story applies to every 
section of the country, and it 
carries a lesson that must be 
learned and understood by energy 
consumers throughout the land.

Mineral water is natural water 
with substantial concentrations of 
dissolved minerals, which are 
usually associated with health.

JACK ANDERSON SAYS: Navy’s

WASHINGTON - The Navy’s 
helicopter carrier fleet is in such 
poor condition that it is a greater 
threat to the men on board than to 
potential enemies. 
yet the Navy would have to 
depend largely on the seven 
helicopter carriers to break a 
stranglehold on oil supplies. As a 
last resort to prevent the 
strangulation of the West,

Kissinger has warned that the 
United States might use military 
force. 
Vice Admiral Frederick Tur­ 
ner, the Sixth Fleet commander, 
backed up Kissinger’s warning 
with a statement that the Navy 
didn’t want to invade any oil 
sheikhdom but was “prepared”to 
do so. 
The stark truth is that the 
helicopter carrier fleet is scarcely 
seaworthy, let alone prepared for 
combat. Each carrier is supposed 
to deliver by helicopter an entire 
battalion 
of Marines, with 
howitzers, vehicles and supplies. 
It’s unlikely they would make it. 
We reported last November on 
the deterioration of the helicopter 
carrier fleet. 
As the worst

creaky condition of the USS 
Okinawa. 
Our story brought an out­ 
pouring of letters from Navy men 
who urged us to keep reporting 
the truth about the fleet. One 
officer commented that not only 
the seaman’s but the nation’s 
safety was at stake. 
This generated enough pressure 
to get some limited repairs for the 
Okinawa. But the Navy has 
continued to neglect the other 
carriers. Just how little has been 


accomplished is now evident from 
a new classified report on the 
Okinawa’s sister ship, the I wo 
Jima. 
The Navy’s top inspector, Rear 
Adm. John Bulkeley, reported 
bluntly 
that 
“material 
deficiencies 
exist 
which 
significantly degrade” the Iwo 
Jima as an operational vessel. 
These deficiencies include 
leaking oil, contaminated air 
ducts, dangerous fuel storage 
conditions, foul living quarters, 
shaky 
landing 
platforms, 
malfunctioning 
radar 
and 
misplaced lights. 
Summing up his findings in 140 
pages of confidential documen­ 
tation, he warned that the ship 
was in urgent need of repairs.For 
example, he found “the ship’s 
radars, 
without 
exception, 
require maintenance.” One failed 
to work at all during the teste. 
“The ship’s communication 
equipment ... require immediate 
and extensive maintenance,” he 
also reported. This “substandard 
performance” 
seriously ham­ 
pered the Iwo Jim’s ability to 
communicate with other ships. 
The living quarters were a 
mess. Lighting, urinals, showers, 
bunk partitions, lounges, ven­ 
tilation and passageways were 
often “excessively damaged (or) 
in a deplorable state of repairs.” 
A shipboard source told us the 
Iwo Jima brass were tipped off 
that Bulkeley planned to inspect 
the
